A contraot accompanied the fran­ 
chise in which the railway company 
bound themselves to apply for a fran­ 
chise to lav their tracks over the two 
blocks mentioned in the petition. 
Alderman Gaffney asked

Smith, one of the promoters of the 
company, how they expected to get 
across the 
bridge 
if 
they

Galena avenue. 
Mr. Smith replied that he regarded 
the track on the bridge as an independ­

in violation of the clause in their 
franchise requiring such work to be 
done. 
He recommended that the 
commissioner be allowed to ride fiee 
on the oars of the new company when 
engaged in the discharge of his duty 
and that a clause to this effect be in­ 
serted. 
Then followed a discussion as to 
whether the road shou d conform to 
the street level as near as possible or 
whether the city should give a grade 
and the tracks be built according to 
this 
Mayor Edwards objected to the 
latter as the city would have to build 
the streets up to or excavate them to 
grade, depending upon circumstances 
at the same time as the tracks were 
laid aDd under the present condition 
of the treasury the city could not 
stand the expense. 
The provision calling for the es­ 
tablishing of a grade by the city was 
finally stricken out.

The wo rd idio t is Itself o f interesting 
Histo ry . Its primary Greek significance 
was that o f a private as distingu ished 
fro m 
a pu blic perso n. 
Ou r wo rds 
idio m, idio sy ncrasy , etc., are fro m the 
same ro o t. The idio t in Greek was sim­ 
ply o ne no t engaged in pu blic affairs. 
The beginnings o l the degradatio n o f 
the wo rd are sho wn in its applicatio n 
so o n to the co mmo n peo ple as distin­ 
gu ished fro m the u pper classes. It was 
then applied to u npro fessio nal and lay 
peo ple and so o n became the slu rring 
title o f the u nskillfu l and awkward. 
By slo w degrees it became applicable 
to the stu pid and at last to the imbe­ 
cile and idio t. A« late as the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centu ries the wo rd 
was still u sed in its earlier senses. This 
lo ng sad histo ry speaks indirectly o f 
the pathetic histo ry o f the imbecile. If 
he w*as no t killed o r starved to death 
by .neglect, etc., he was u su ally redu ced 
to the co nditio n o f a beast either abo u t 
the ho u se o r fields o r was actu ally 
driven into the wo o ds and fo rced to live 
In caves, amo ng wild animals, etc. In 
1790 Itard to o k a ‘‘wild bo y ” fo u nd in 
the fo rests o f Avey ro n 'and tried to 
teach him. 
The ability o f the wild 
bo y s and wo lf children to live and the 
nu mber that did so sho ws that idio cy , 
as we have later learned, is o f all de­ 
grees and th at a mind may be vario u s­ 
ly defective in so me way s, even idio tic, 
bu t In o thers with capabilities well pre­ 
served. 
Blind To m. the pianist, and 
the large nu mber o f mathematic idio ts 
are examples that sho w ho w far we 
are fro m u nderstanding the real natu re 
o f idio cy , and they mo re than su ggest 
the partial retentio n o f so u nd mentality 
o f the defective, the po ssibility o f seiz­ 
ing u po n the o ne o r few no rmal o r even 
highly develo ped facu lties and per­ 
haps bringing o thers into co -o rdinatio n 
with them and to no rmality . The co u rt 
fo o ls and jesters o f the o lden times 
w*ere o ften su ch partial idio ts and de­ 
fectives, and they tru ly lived u po n 
their “wits,” which were o ften better 
than tho se o f their masters.—American 
Medicine.
